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CHAP. I. 
Diflenters Not Guilty of Popery. 


Lancaſhire Levite Rebu#dq, 1 undertook to Vindicate Diſſenters 
from the Charge of Popery, or Errours looking that Way, 

Mr. T. you ſeem to deny your Charge in Pag. 45, of your Letter 70 
Apo Fr. for you ſay, My Friend either could not find one place in all 
my Book, to fix the Charge on; or elſe he found it ſo fully proved, that 
he ſaw it neceſſary to connrve at it. And you farther fay, Tox own 
D:ſffenting Miniſters were Tools of Popery. And this was all I charged © 
them with, upon this Head of Popery. Pag. 5. 

Mr. T. you are in ſo much haſte, that you have overlooked or forgot- 
ten your Charge; therefore I ſhall take leave, ( left I ſhould be thought 
to bear falſe Witneſs againſt you) to ſhew you , This was not all you -- 
charged them withal. Bur I'll tell you, | 

1. What you charge them with more of Popery, 

2. How they are acquitted in my Letter. For which you fay, I have 
the Impertinence to a#k, What Errours in Doftrine, looking KN Way ? 
in your Pag. 5. | 

1. Your Charge of Popery, is in rhe firſt Lines of your Preface, next 
after your Names; and it's in theſe Words, The Foundation, whereof I 
am an umvorthy Member, being intended for the Preſervation of Hes 
Majeſty's Subjefts from falling into Exrours , eſpecially fauch as tend to 
Popery. And a /ate Scandalous Pumphlet, intituled, The Surey Demo- 
niack, /ooking that Way, &c. Here is your Charge. 

2. I now {ſhew you, how I endeavoured to diſcharge them. 

1. By taking notice, you did not proſecute your own Charge put in 
againſt them ; for you IndiCt them of Errowrs tending to Popery ;* and 
when you {ſhould Prove, you Drop your Charge, and bring no Evidence. 
- $0 they are incourſe acquitted. But the Detendants not farisfied, expect 

the Accuſer ſhould acknowledge his Fault, for Scandalizing of them.

Now for Errours in DoQtrine, the Matter was ſoon over, being none 
was objeCted in particular. And I ſuppoſe you did not expett that I 
ſhould find any tending to Popery, when your {elf could find none; tho' 
you had chargd their Book with ſuch Errours. _ |

Solution. T anſwer, excepting againſt the Witneſs a Papr/P., We 
have Miſchief too much from ſuch villanous Witneſſes , who account 
— unlawful to ſay or do againſt Hereticks, to promote the Catholick 
Cauſe. 

-This Book was written , with a Deſign to caſt the Odzum of K. Ch. I. 
on the Proreſtants; except ſome few, whom he calls ( if I remember 
right) Proteſtants of Integrity : I ſuppoſe he may mean ſuch as B. Good- 
man , Parker of Oxf. or Barrow, to whom add, it you will, your 
Dr. Heylr7. 

- This Book was Anfivered ſo well by Dr. Owen, that he was highly 
Careſled by {m2 Great Miniſters of State in King Charles the Second's 
Time; that for certain were no Dr ſſenters. 

But if you except againſt him, as a Party, I {hall refer you to a Canon 
of Canterbury in the ſame Reign , and Chaplain to R. Ch. II. Dr. Peter 
du Moulin, who Anſwered that Book, and calls it, Perum prtum Menda- 
c11um, Right Metal of Untruth ; and calls the Aurhor, Ph:/opapa ; and 
Dedicates it to the then B. of London , Sheldon. 

Now would you not be angry, if I ſhould call you Tool of Popery; 
becauſe from them your derive your Authority to call D:jernters 1o. 

Again, you refer me to a Book,l ſuppole, called Foxes and Firebrands ; 
an Author, may. be, of the ſame Kidney. | N 

Now :to be even with you, I have already given you two for two; and 
to gratity you, Ill add a third, w7z. King Charles the Second's Decla- 
ration or Proclamation, appointed to be Read in Churches Annually, ' 
before Tan.

Obj. But you ſend me alſo to frether Inſtances ; to prove, that 
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from theCharge of Popery, &&c. 3

Solut. I will refer you to Cart-loads of Addreſſes, and Abhorrences, 
and Sermons, Curſings, Excluſioners, and their Poſterities; which may

Beſides, you may add if you will, R. Rev. and Rev. Careſſes and 
Speeches at beſter, and the Clergy meeting him alſo. And whoſe Tools 
were they 2 I amaſhamed to name theſe things, bur you extort them. -

Now how ſhould Dzſſerters pleaſe ſome Fools 2 One while they are. 
the Pap:/ts Tools, for their Diſloyalty ; and in the next Breath, they are 
Tools for their Loyalty. ; 
Now fince the happy Eſtabliſhment of King W://:zam on the Throne, 
I ſuppoſe you and Dz/ſenters are agreed in your Loyalty. But ſome 
Facobite would, if he durſt, ask you, How you could diſpence with your 
Do&trine of Non-Refiſtance and Paſſive-Obedience, and your Subſcri- 
tion, That it's not Lawful, &c.

7.. Their Prayers for D-ygd. were to a lawful Object, God, in the Name 
of Chriſt; and not like the Papiſts Adoration of the Sacrament. 

Now here ſome Fanatick would fall upon you , and fay, Whether 
is more excuſable, he that adores the Sacrament of the Altar, that he- 
lieves Chriſt is there Perſonally,&c. or he that adores the Altar, or before 
it, when Chriſt is not there, either Perſonally or Repreſentatively, Unleſs 
they ſuppoſe him rhere, when there is no reaſon to believe it, this in- 
deed is Superſtition with a Witneſs. 

2. Diſſenters Prayers were not only to a Lawful Object, but for a 
Lawful Thing; that God would releaſe an afflicted Man, and one they 
thought a Demoniack, from the power of Saran. And that their Prayers 
were not Superſtition upon this Suppoſition , may appear by alike In- 
ſtances; as, ſuppolſe.you be abſent from your Wife and Children, I hope 

ou Pray for them when at adiftance, ſuppoſing and believing them to 
be alive ; but it's poſſible at the ſame time ſome of rhem may be dead, 

and you know it not. Will this Suppoſfition, which, is not. then true, 
make your Prayers Superſtition ? 

.K. Ch. 1. was Pray'd for publickly after he was Dead, for it could not 
be known, at this diſtance. Were your Publick Prayers then for him, 
Superſtition ? 

. Obj. 2. You charge me with miſteyreſenting your Words and Fa- 
bulous Stories, Pag. 5. becauſeI had faid, That you deny, that a Natu- 
ral or Preternatural Diſtemper can be attended with a Devil; and that 

it was no good Argument to prove that Dick's was no Poſſeſfon,becayſe a 

Diftemper. Lev. Pag. 7, 8. | 

Sol.1. I did not ſay theſe particular Words were yours. But I'll tell you 
why 1 judg'd the Argzment to be yours: 1. From P. 22. of Sur. Imp. to 
P. 28.. you go about to prove Dgd.'s Fits zo be a Cheat, or that there 
was nothing 1p bys Fits, but what was Natural. Doth it not hence follow, 
that here was no Devil 2 Which to prove, you fetch in the Authority 
of Dr. Willrs, Ratcliff, and Buckley.

and Mark 9. And if this was all you intended to prove, why do you 
lay fuch heavy Charges againſt the Dz/ſenters, for believing here was 
a Demon; which you ſay, but do not. yet prove, isan Impoſture, and 
not'to be believed to be a Demon ; but a wild Story. _ | 
2. If it was to prove that there was no Demon , which your Words 
above ſeem to imply, then my Charge is not unjuſt. _ | 
And if your Wha//ey-Sermon advance the quite contrary Opinion, as 
you fay, Lerr. p. 5. which contrary Opinion 1s, if I miſtake not, Tha? 
_ a Diſtemper, therefore attended with a Devil; and that you affirm, 
that Natural and Preternatural Diftempers may be attended with a Devil, 
And if this be fo, you quite give up the Cauſe. And why here might not 
be a Demon, (tor you have no other Argument I can find) I yet 
underſtand not from you. | | | 
- Thus you kindly gratify the Drfſenters ; and with the leave of your 
Conceſfion , they may (if they pleaſe) ftill believe a Surey-Demoniack 
only you ſeverely treat them about Matters of Fatt, and the manner of 
their Management of the Afair. And indeed, if you had in the Sprr7z 
of MeeFneſs, blamed them for it, and admonrſhed them as miſtaken Bre- 
thren; ( tho' you be not their Pzoceſan;,) and not HeQtored , and 
treated them with ſo much Scorn and Diſdain, to render them and their 
Party contemptible, I would not have blamed you. But, I admonrſh, 
T admoniſh, TI admoniſh; and then immediately, Take them Derick ; 
I like not. Meekneſs and Forbearance, is better than a Word and a 
Blow.

AVING vindicated D:ferters from your Charge of Errours 
tending: to Popery, I proceed farther to vindicate them from 
your Charge of $xper/t7170n ; which was undertaken , Lev.
